Taken by 


the Janesville Clergyman. 


Editor of The Gazettte—la your 


issue of May 30, the Rev. W. W. Stev- 
ens considers it useless to argue with 
people 
(meaning Christian Scient- 


ists) who make such statements as 
he quotes from Mrs. Eddy's DOOK: 
"Science and Health." 
His metiio-I 


of quoting from any book could be 
used to condemn any work. 
Evi-u 


the Scriptures appear contradictory 
when subjected to such usage, viz: 
basing criticism on detached senten- 
ces or clauses separated from their 
context. 
Moreover, he seems 
not 


to be acquainted with recent editions 
of the work, "Science and Health," 
where the author's meaning is made 
p'ainer and simpler. 
His quotations 


are made from an early edition, fif- 
teen or twenty years ago, and not 
correctly stated at that. 


Dr. Buckley 
has 
been writing 


against 
Christian Science for the 


last quarter -of a century, but such 
unqualified condemnation as1 his can 
never overthrow it. 
They are made 


in the face of bible history, and in 
defiance of the direct command 
of 


Jesus, "Go ye into all the world and 
preach the Gospel;" to which com- 
mand was added the promise that his 
students should cast out evils 
and 


heal the sick. 
He bade the seventy 


disciples, as well as the twelve, heal 
the sick in any town where 
they 


should be hospitab'y received. 
Dr. 


Buckley's investigations of Christian 
Science have lacked the spiritual in- 
sight necessary to spiritual under- 
standing. 


Mr. Stevens says that a denial of 


the testimony of our senses forfeits 
all claim 
to scientific recognition: 


that the body exists as really 
as 


Mind; and that physical pain is as 
truly a fact as is mental action. He 
seems to have forgotten the fact that 
many illustrious and respected think- 
ers before Mrs. Eddy, including some 
of the greatest 
of experimenters; 


have doubted the existence of matter 
in the sense of Substance. The spec- 
ial claim for CWristian Science is 
that it is making p'ain by practical 
demonstration the hitherto theoretic- 
al claims that God is an omnipotent 
Spirit, and that matter is non-sub- 
stantial. 
This shows creation to be 


the reflection and expression 
of 


Mind, and man to be the image and 
likeness of God, and therefore spirit- 
ual and not material. 


Duality then becomes a question 


of Mind, and not a question of mind 
and matter. If readers of Mrs. Eddy's 
writings would distinguish between 
the use of her terms 'Mind' and mor- 
tal mind,' 
'Man' and mortal man,' 


and seek to understand what 
is 


meant by the statement "there is no 
matter," all appearance of contra- 
diction would be removed. 


Mr. Stevens charges Christian Sci- 


entists with not believing in a per- 
sonal God, with Pantheism, and with 
false views about atonement 
and 


prayer. 
"Science and Health" says 


(p 10): "If the term personality as 
app'ied to God means infinite person- 
ality, then God is personal Being,— 
-in this sense, but not in the lower 
sense. 
An infinite Mind and a fln- 


te form do not, cannot, coalesce." 
(•P. 226) "God is individual." (P. 232) 
'God is personal 
in its Scientific 


sense, but not in any anthropomor- 
phic sense." (P. 154) "We know no 
more of man's individuality, as the 
true divine image and likeness, than 
we know of God's." 


Pantheism means that the universe 


s God; that man is a part of God or 
God is resident in man. 
But Chris- 


:ian Science distinctly teaches that 
man and nature are the reflection of 
God, 
and in no sense identical with 


the Creator. 
On the contrary, the 


belief that God lives fn matter 
Is 


pantheistic, and is the cause of all 
our blindness and false, sense con- 
cerning God and man. 


As to Mr. Stevens' references to 


'seeing the King 
in his beauty" 


and "knowing as also we are known," 
I fail to see that these expressions 
contradict 
the 
Christian Science 


view of Deity. 
Metaphors abound 


in the Bible, and names are often ex- 
pressive of spiritual ideas. "And 
they shall see his face; and his name 
shall be in t'heir foreheads." 
(Rev. 


22.4): shall we take these statements 
literally, and corporeally?

age last season, but its work this 
year will surpass that of last.

some of the market gardens about

few green stalks left standing, and 
is is claimed that in watching 
an 


onion bed which is being attacked 
by the magots, the tops can be seen 
to fall on every side, so rapid is the 
work of 
devastation.

magot confines itself to the 
onion 


and the surest way to prevent an at-' 
tack of the 
crop of the following 


year is said to be to change the lo- 
cation of the onion bed and use the 
old ground for some other purpose.

NOW A LOST ART 


Blazing Sun Sets the Fish to Feeding 


at Night—Half Hour Before 


Sundown Is Best.

TOBACCO NOTES. 


Thousands of tobacco 
plants as 


well as a great deal of labor has been 
lost in attempting to transfer plants 
from the beds to the fie'ds during 
the extreme heat of the past week. 
With tae thermometer ranging above 
90 for a number of consecutive days, 
it seems like the height of folly 
to 


attempt to make tobacco plants sur- 
vive transplanting,and wherever the 
growers hi^ve continued this work 
during the week it 'has been attended 
with 
failure. 
The hot parching 


winds have" burned up the plants and 
left the fields with such poor stands 
as to require as much labor in re- 
setting as to replant the entire fields 
by the machine. 
Most of the land 


planted last week has been "refitted 
and the farmers will try .again when 
the conditions are more, favorable. 
The only safety in times like these 
lies In • waiting. 
Keep the beds 


wood is piled in a circle around a 
central pit, leaving the interstices 
through which the heat from the fire 
burning in the center may circulate 
to the outer edge of the pile. Turf 
is piled over all until the pile resem- 
bles a volcano. 
It is .the object to 


keep this wood covered until It can 
not break into a blaze. 
High winds 


are troublesome. The sign of troub'e 
in a kiln is a thin blue smoke that 
points to a fire in the wood.

Venus Becoming a Brilliant Evening 


Star—Jupiter is Conspicuous. 


The,following astronomical data for 


July is furnished by the Washburn 
Observatory at Madison. . 


Mercury has ceased to be visible 


as an evening 
star and will pass 


through inferior conjunction July 12. 
After this date it will rise before the 
sun and may be seen as a morning 
star the last 
week of the present 


month, as the planet 
-approaches 


greatest 
elongation west. Venus is 


becoming conspicuous 33 the .bril- 
liant evening star. The planet may 
be seen low in the northwest sky 
after sunset and it sets at nearly the 
same point of the horizon as the sun. 
Mars'is past its favorable season for 
observation, but the p'anet is still 
visible in the evening as it sinks to- 
ward the west point of the horizon. 
The most conspicuous planet at the 
present time is Jupiter, which ap- 
pears as a brilliant star in the south- 
eastern'; sky in the ealrly evening, 
and reaches the meradian far south 
some time before midnight. 
The 


planet is followed by the next large 
member of the solar system, Saturn, 
which appears as a bright star east 
and a little north of Jupiter, but far 
less brilliant.
